LONDON, September 8.—During the amend- 
ment upon the address condemning Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s appeals to the fanaticism of 
Belfast, his doctrine was that whenever any 
section of the Irish disapprove of a law passed 
by the Queen and the two Houses of Parlia- 
ment, they are mean and contemptible if they 
endeayor to gét it altered constitutionally in- 
stead of fighting like Greeks, Italians or Mon- 
tenegrins. The Conservatives took a curious 
way to show their disapproval of their leaders. 
They could not well vote for the amendment, 
for that would have led to the Tories being in 
a minority; but all got up as soon as the de- 
bate commenced and leftthe house. Putting 
aside the fact that they no doubt wished to 
administer a reproof to Lord Randolph for 
his reckless conduct, they could not bear the 
humiliation of listening to a charge which they 
had brought against him, to which he had de- 
flantly pledged himself to reply if made 
directiy. Not the least curious feature in the 
episode were the congratulations which were 
lavished on the culprit by the Tory and Union- 
ist press. His attitude, they say, was digni- 
fied and was a crushing rebuke to those who 
had accepted his own challenge. Every Min- 
ister is the best judge of his own 


reputation, but this virtue mea me 
éinvolvo attitude is, I would point 


out, that which many criminals adopt when 
brought before a magistrate. How often have 
I read that on the magistrate asking the culprit 
what he had to say in answer to the charge, 


the prisoner remained silent and was com- 
mitted for trial. But I never yet heard this 
mode of defence called a dignified or crushing 


rebuke to the magistrate. Lord Randolph has 
been tried at the bar of public opinion and has 
been condemned. Hedid not venture either 


to deny the charge or_to justify his conduct, 


but after calling upon he Queen to bear wit- 


ness to his character, he threw his shoe at the 
prosecutor. Dignified, indeed! 


THE IRISH QUESTION. 
I know of no political issue upon which the 
difference is more absolute than the Irish 


question. There is no room for any compro- 


mise, nor can the question beshelved until the 


fortress surrenders. We shall remain en- 


camped all around it, most assuredly, and 


shall not be likely to raise the siege because a 
few of our former political associates have 


become defenders of the fortress. Like all 


who have changed sides, the dissentient 
leaders seek by bullying and 0»biluster- 
ing to keep up the courage of 
their followers. These followers may be de- 
vided into three categories. Firstly, the 


Whigs, who are Tories at heart and wish to 


make the Liberal party Whig rather than 
Radical, Secondly, the well-meaning 
dunderheads, who have stumbled into the 
cave without much forethought. Thirdly, the 
fiesh-potters who faneied that if they only 
went into the cave with Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Chamberlain, they would emerge trom it 
as placemen. I should gay that the third cate- 
gory is the largest. They will sneak out of 
the cave as soon as they find that 
their anticipations are not likely to be real- 
ized. While the well-meaning dunderheads 
are already disgusted at the understanding 
between their leaders and the Tories to spend 
millions of public money upon Ireland (for it 
was the mere possibility of this thatled them 
into the cave), they view with dismay the 
obligations to vote against.every measure 
which isa portion of their political creed. On 
the whole, therefore, although we may be in 
the wilderness longer than we might wish, 
there is no question but what our 
sojourn in it um de useful. It 
will teach the Liberal electors What is 
the result of abstention from the polis. It 
will enable us to stamp out rebellions, in 


which rebels call in Tories to coerce us to 

their will.

The Irishmen foresee the 
fate of the bill and are deter- 
mined, if possible, not to lose control 
ofthe course of business. If Churchill had 
got the estimates through and the appropria- 
tion bill passed he would be able to snap his 
fingers in the face of the Irishmen. This is 
what Parnell wants to avoid. If the Govern- 
ment is wise it would give hope that 
some discretion will be allowed to the 
country courts in staying evictions. If they 
decide to sail on the old tack the session will 
be greatly prolonged and the anger of the 
rent war in Ireland increased two-fold.

U. 8. BREWERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


The Convention at Niagara Considering Pro- 
hibition and Temperance Books. 


NAA Farts, N. ¥.—A special meeting of 
the United States Brewers’ Association is in 
session here to-day. William Miles,the Presi- 
dent, made the opening address, waich was con- 
fined to a hurried review of the purposes an 
desires of the association. Part of the ad- 
dress dealt with the labor question, as respects 
the brewers. He claimed that there was now, 
and had always been greater harmony be- 
tween employer and men engaged in brewing 


than in any other industry. He said: ‘‘I 
recommend that a special committee be ap- 
pointed by this convention to take into con- 
sideration this subject in its relations to the 
brewing industry and report at the next an- 
nual convention, or sooner if possibie, to the 
end that, while diligently pursuing our chosen 
branch of manufacturing, we may at the same 
time, faithfully discharge our duties as citizens 
interested in the growth and prosperity of 
our Republic, and the progressive improve- 
ment of the condition of its people.’’ 

The report of the Board of Trustees reviews 
te prohibition question in Kansas and Iowa 
and the attempts at legislation on the subject 
elsewhere, The joint report of 
the ‘‘Vigilance and Publication’’ Committee 
was reported by Mr. H. Clausen of New York. 
It is stated that during the past year the pub- 
lication committee, in conjunction with the 
vigilance committee, caused to be prepared, 
printed and distributed an aggregate of 45, 000 
copies of addresses 
tended to influence 
favorably to the brewers’ . 
The report adds: During the past year many 
applications for documents have been re- 
ceived from persons living in Georgia and 
Virginia. From our correspondent in these 
States, we learn that the success of the prohi- 
tory movement is mainly due toadesire on 
the part of the ruling party (Democratic) to 
keep the colored population within certain 
moral bounds. It is claimed that the exelu- 
ten | white population would not dream of 
passing such laws. A discussion of the 
question on the basis of personal and 
industrial liberty was entirely impossible be- 
ca „ as one of our correspondents writes 
the ad vocates of the laws invariably ans 
all such arguments by claiming that these 
measures were intended to restrain only the 
‘*black man. Such logic is beyond our com- 
prehension. To us it seems that the 
greater the depravit of a population 
the greater also the need of control. ohibi- 
tion and local option do away with all control, 
leaving the liquor traffic practically as free as 
it would be in the absence of any laws on the 
subject, but far more dangerous to society, 
on account. Of the immorality inseparably con- 
nected with the constant recurrence of law- 
breaking. 

ADVISORY COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The most interesting part of the report of 
the Advisory Oommittee, which was read 
by its secretary, r. . Thomann, is 
that relating to the alleged adulteration 
of malt liquors. The report goes into a dis- 
cussion of the temperance school-book ques- 
tion, which it treate with some vigor. 
‘*Through the influence, 
the prohibition 
pulsory temperance education law was 

assed in the following States before the 

eginning of the year 1885: New Hampsbire, 
Vermont, Michigan, New York, Rhode Island; 
and in 1885, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Oregon, Alabama, Maine, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Wisconsin, Missouri, North Carolina. The 
mere introduction of text books in our public 
schools, the spreading of proper views on the 
abuse of cohol, would probably find 
no objectors among the liberal brewers; 
nay, they would concurin and assist such an 
educational movement. It is evident, how- 
ever, from the action and tenor of ite advo- 
cates, thatthe whole movement is controlled 
and manipulated by bitterest prejudices. 
Under the thin disguise of a public education- 
al need and of a scientific presentation of the 
subject such extreme statements were made 
that, practically, they amounted to faisehoods. 
The United States Brewers’ Association, 
through its proper officers, investigated the 
matter. Many of the text-books were pro- 
cured and acorrespondence was opened rela- 
tive to the subject with trustworthy membersin 
the States where such books were used, with a 
view to taking comprehensive action in this 
matter at some time in the near future. The 
conclusion arrived at from a thorough review 
of the proceedings and a careful perusal of 
this correspondence ig that up to the present 
time, the resultant evil is not so great as the 
former information seemed to indicate. Gen- 
erally speaking the errors were not so glaring 
as to demand vigorous action. 
Many of the schools have not fully complied 
with the law in its spirit, while others 
have tacitly ignored the provisions of the act. 
It would not be safe, however, to allow the 
matter to take its own course. It is hardly 
probable that the Prohibitionists will permit 
the law to become a dead letter.

CHABLESTON RECOVERING RAPIDLY FROM 
THE RECENT TERRIBLE CALAMITY. 


—_ 


No Alarm Now Felt Over the Daily Tremors— 
The Work of Relief—Mayor Courtney’s 
Prociamation—An Eastern Builder’s In- 
vestigation—A Sailor’s Experience. 


CHARLESTON, 8. O., Septemder 8.—Things 
are settling down in Charleston, and the slight 
tremor of earthquake which is felt once or 
twice a day, attracts little more atten- 
tion than the rumbling ofa passing wagon. 
Laborers are at work in every direction, clear- 
ing away the masses of fallen brick and stone, 
and there are strenuous efforts made 
to protect the injured buildings from 
the expected rains. Everywhere there are 
signs of a restoration of the normal condition 
of things and business is transacted just as 
usual.. The Relief Committee, which was 
organized last Saturday, is at work, and 
has now provided accommodations in tents 
and in huts for over 8,000 persons. Besides 
this the Subsistence Committee is in full 
swing and is serving out to-day ample rations 
of meal, bread and sugar to 

ALL WORTHY APPLICANTS. 

The plan is to make the distribution hereafter 
upon the recommendation of the clergymen 
of the different denominations in the city. 
Subscriptions continue to come in very freely 
and the aggregate now is about one hundred 
thousand dollars. This will go a long 
way toward relieving the present distress in 
the city, butisonlyadrop in the bucket in 
comparison with what is required to make 
Charleston what it was little more than a week 
ago. 

Mayor Coartney has issued a  procia- 
mation to the people of the city, 
in which he says: ‘‘I have this day re- 
turned to my loved city amid the 
wide-spread desolation, its homes shaken to 
their foundation, many of them utterly 
wrecked, and few without serious injuries,and 
I find many of you, my fellow-citizens, 
with your dear and tender families, living and 
sleeping still under frail shelters, and some 
under the sky, with their recent terrible 
calamity and its awful suspense still lingering 
in your minds. 

THE RESUMPTION OF BUSINESS. 

Amid the ruins of this far-reaching and 
terrible calamity, I am profoundly thankful 
that so much of life and property has been 
spared, and I ‘rejoice that the 
same fortitude and heroic patience 
that, in the trust of God, and His 
Providence, has always characterized the peo- 
ple, is now their stay in this time of dire 
trouble, and I am thankful to add that 
in this past week of disaster the 
good order, and helpful co-operation of all 
classes of our citizens has conducedto the 
maintenance of the public weal. It is 
inspiring to behold amid these grave 
difficulties, the resumption of the business 
life of our city and the quenchiess faith of 
our people in the future. The open 
exchanges, banks and leading houses 
in all departments of business, the uninter- 
rupted commerce of railroads, steamships, 
and sailing fleets, and the ready wharves, 
and the busy workshops, and the usual routine 
of all the avocations and employments of our 
city prociaim that we are already going for- 
ward to anew future. That future is based 
on work, not idleness, and I call on 
every one to seek work in every way pos- 
sible. Although the situation is critical, 
it is not unsurmountable. It demands from 
every citizen in our midst calm.judgment, 
the broadest charity, a resolved determina- 
tion in word and act, and an unfaltering trust 
in God to tide over the unparalleled calamity 
that has come upon us unexpectedly. 
This disaster that reaches every home and 
every part of our city can only be met and 
overcome by the moral courage and the 
united effort of the whole people.“ 


An Eastern Builders Opinion. 


CHARLESTON,S. O., September 8.—Yesterday 
a prominent architect and builder from New 
York, who was passing through the city, in- 
duiged in a stroll through the streets, and 
took occasion to examine some of the 
heaps of mortar and brick. ‘‘It seems to 
mo., hesaid, that a good deal of the de- 
struction in Charleston is due to careless and 
imperfect work. I have noticed in very many 
instances that the mortar used in the con- 
struction of dwellings here is of a very infe- 
riorkind. In some instances there are hardly 
any traces of lime and cement. Bricks which 
are laid in that kind of mortar, will not re- 
main together in any violent shock. The 
city ought to have an official to 
inspect building material. There are builders, 
not ee in Charleston but ali over the world, 
who will take advantage of people and use 
cheap material. I have noticed several brick 
buildings standing, the walls of which are put 
up with an inferior kind of mortar that will 
not hold bricks together, and that 
is the kind that 1 suspect as 
been used in many of the buildings that are 
shattered. I notice a good deal of this pecu- 
liar kind of mortar Ali over the city in the 
heaps of debris. Idon’t mean to say that 
houses built with Poa mortar would have 
etood the shock of the earthquake you had in 
Charleston, but Iam certain the destruction 
would not have been as great.

FOR THE COMING TERM. 


Unfortunate Women and Their Tales of Woe 
~Mrs. Flamm’s Effort to Recover Her 
Property—A Signature to Save Her Hu; 
band—Capt. Dave Silver on the Rack—4 
Justice in Trouble—Matters in Litigation, 


Lucy Jones entered a suit this morning in the 
Circuit Court for a decree of divorce from Silas 
Jones. They were married on April 18, 1878, 
and lived together until May, 1883. Mrs. 
Jones alleges that she was a faithty 
and affectionate wife, and did every. 
thing in her power to contribute 
to the comfort and happiness of her husband, 
but that he for nearly five years showed him. 
self to be a Vagrant within the meaning of the 
law. He never gave her more than 25 and 
80 cents a week and finally he left her ing 
destitute condition. She was compelled dur. 
ing the time that they lived together to seek 
the assistance of relatives and friends in order 
to keep the wolf from the door. At length she 
was driven home to her father. 


Desertion and Destitution. 


Mrs. Jessie Christ has entered a petition in 
the Circuit Court seeking a decree of divorce 
from Peter Christ. They were married on the 
25th of June last. Mrs. Christ alleges that ner 
husband utterly failed to carry out his prom- 


ises at the altar and neglected to appease 
her. He was wei able to 
soas he wasin receipt of a regular i of 
$60 per month. Mrs. Christ was compelled to 
ask assistance from her relatives and friends, 
and at length her husband left her destitute. 
She asks for a decree and for alimony. 


To Save Her Husband. 


The deposition of Mrs. Annie O. Flamm in 
the Flamm suit against Joseph F. Imbs & Co. 
was filed in court to-day. The husband of this 
lady, it will be remembered, was at one time 


in the employ of Imbs & Oo., as 
bookkeeper. The firm alleged that his 
books and accounts showed a shortage and 
Mrs. Flamm signed a deed of conveyance of 
certain property to secure the firm against 
loss. She subsequently _— suit seeking 
to set aside the conveyance on 
the un of mndue influence and 
intimidation. Her deposition relates to 
the interviews at the time of the conveyance, 
her anxiety and nervous condition, iearing 
disgrace and exposure, and all the surround: 
ing circumstances when her signature was at- 
tachedto the deed. The case will be tried 
at the October term. Mrs. Flamm 
testified that she was afraid that 
her husband would commit suicide 
and that the trouble unhinged his mind. She 
had saved about $1,400 dur eight years of 
married life.

THE YACHT RACE 


REPRODUCED IN MINIATURE AT NEW YORE 
BY TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION, 


Undermining of the Weak by the Strong in 
the League--Americans Who Will Battle 
with England’s Cricket Eleven—Hanlan 
Makes Some Startling Revelations — The 
Wheelmen’s Rally—Ball Gossip. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NxwW YuRK, September 8.—Those who were 
unable to see the yacht race yesterday read 
the announcement in the WORLD that a pano 
ramic diagram of the course would be sailed 
over by miniature models of the yachts 
in front of the WORLD building, and 
over fifty thousand people during the 
day came to see it. Before the staging 
on which the miniature race was to be sailed 
had been finished the early pedestrians 
stopped on their way, and by 9 o’clock Park 
Row was crowded. The broad sidewalk at the 
Post-office was filled. Foran hour the crowd 
stood waiting for the curtain that obscured 
the race-course to be lifted. Meanwhile mes- 
senger boys were making their way 
through the crowd bringing special 
dispatches from various points along 
Bay Ridge, Staten Island and 
Sandy Hook. A special man wae stationed at 
Fort Hamilton to report the movements of the 
yachts at the start and to 

FOLLOW THEM WITH A GLASS 

as far as their relative positions could be made 
out. Signals were then made from the 
WORLD’S tug and telegraphed immediately to 
the WORLD. When the yachts had passed out 
of the Narrows, a special observer, stationed 
in the Maritime tower at Sandy Hook, followed 
the racers until they were beyond the point 
of the Hook. With the telescope the 


movements of the boats could be distinctly 
made out to the end of the course, and an ac- 
curate description of the turning at Sandy 
Hook lightship was thus obtained. At 10 
o’clock the curtain was lifted and displayed 
the miniature race-course, made on a scale of 
two feet to the mile, and with terminal points 
marked ‘‘start’’ and ‘‘finish’’ and the turn- 
ing buoy.’’ 

When the curtain was raised the two yachts 
were seen apparently floating in the water 
with full sail set. The yachts were 
easily distinguishabie, the Mayflower 8 
the American flag, the Galatea the Britis 
colors at her main peak.

The Strong Clubs in the League Undermining 
the Weaker Ones. 


One of the most rapidly growing evils in base 
ball, and one which bids fair to ruin the busi- 
ness if it is not stopped in some way, is the 
large sums offered by certain clubs to 
strengthen weak points and the high salaries 
paid to these players when they get them. 
Although there has been more or less demand 
for good players among the professional base 


ball clubs, it has never before reached so high 
a point as at present. Take. for instance, the 
Detroit Club, which suddenly found it was 
weak at second base, and at once settled upon

The most telling effect of this evil is that a 
strong club is forever drawing the lite - blood 
from the weaker ones by buying their players 
at prices which they are forced to accept 
through poverty. In this way theclub gets 
weaker and weaker, the patronage drops off 
and the end soon comes. 

A ball player who once signs a contract to 
play with a League or an Association club be- 
comes a slave to the organization forever, if it 
see fit to hold him, and he can be sold from 
one club to another as often as the clubs see 
fit. When, like an old horse, he has worked 
himself out, he is thrown aside, no matter 
how brilliant a career he may have had.
